Dead Animals A Problem 

Laughter reached a peak when someone asked: 

‘Can the dog officer pick up a dead cat?’’ 

But this question, funny as it may seem, actually hits 
squarely on a problem facing the town, for which no satis- 
factory solution has been found. 

A year or two ago, there was considerable buck-passing 
on this subject, with the Board of Health, Board of Public 
Works and Police Department figuratively passing the 
dead cats back and forth. No one wants to pick up the 
dead carcasses that occasionally litter the streets, 
whether they be dogs, cats, skunks or other wildlife. And 
we don’t blame them a bit. It’s a messy job. 

In recent months, it appears that the Police Department 
has been getting the task, with various officers doing the 
dirty work, depending on which cruiser happens to be 
nearest the dead animal. The dog officer has picked up 
some while on duty as an officer, -but has not considered 
this his primary responsibility as dog officer. 

Sgt. William R. Hickey, who receives $325 yearly for 
the post, says the major work is in making certain that 
licenses are obtained for dogs, and in checking cases of 
dog bites. It was never his understanding, he states, that 
picking up dead dogs was part of the job. 

The Personnel By-Law, in its job description section, 
says picking up dead dogs is part of the job. But it 
doesn’t mention cats and other victims. 

And there are many of the latter to be picked up, possi- 
bly in for greater numbers than the dead canines. 

Thus, even if by literal enforcement of the by-law, the 
dog officer is forced to pick up dead dogs, it still won’t 
solve the problem of a much-run-over cat or skunk. 

Basically, the whole business is messy and disagree- 
able. 

Officers in uniform must despise the task. And of course 
the cruisers are not designed for this sort of dead animal 
taxi service either. 

Men in the public works department do not work 24 hours 
a day, thus any demands on them to do this job might run 
into overtime. 

The Board of Health does not have any truck, nor em- 
ployees, who can do the job. 

Perhaps one of these days a decision will be reached, 
and it might better be done now than later. 

For the job will be a messy one, no matter who does it. 
And until there is some clarification on the subject, resi- 
dents will still be a little confused about where to call 
and all the involved parties will continue to grumble that 
it is someone else’s job. Maybe the acting town manager 
can set the responsibility, with the approval of the Select- 
men, 


Interference Not Allowed 

It’s readily apparent that the permanent town manager, 
whoever he may be, will face many tough problems in his 
first few months. 

Not the least of these will be the development of a 
plan for capital expenditures — a study that, more and 
more, becomes vital to the orderly progress of the com-

munity. In past weeks various municipal officials have 
suggested delaying this, or that, action until such a plan 
is prepared. 

And while we are fully in sympathy with waiting for the 
manager to develop a plan, we also can see the tremen- 
dous work load this will impose on the man during a 
period when he is least familiar with the community and 
its problems. 

That’s why it is imperative to find the best possible 
man for the job, then leave him alone to do his job. There 
will be so much to do in the general, day-to-day operation 
of the government, plus thesé additional burdens of res- 
ponsibility, that interference in his work will seriously 
hamper it. 

Thus we are in complete accord with those who feel that 
Selectmen must, once the man is on the job, leave him 
alone as far as administrative activities are concerned. A 
manager will function best if he does not have one or 
more Selectmen hovering around during the busy days 
ahead. They will be able to help him most by reserving 
their comments and their enthusiasm for meeting nights 
when matters of policy will be discussed and decided. 


Study Group Is Worthwhile 


The School Committee’s idea of appointing a group to 
study the need for a new elementary school is a good one 
— for such an independent study should give tax-weary 
townspeople an opportunity to find out just how badly the 
new building is needed. 

The discussion to date centers around the West An- 
dover area as the location of such a building — but there 
also has been some mention in recent years that new 
schools will be needed in the Elm st. and So. Main st. 
areas. Among many other factors, the new highways will 
have some bearing on the West Andover need, along with 
population growth. 

It’s important for the voters to know, well before any 
town meeting request is made, just how badly the new 
school is needed, and where it will do the most good. It 
might also be a good idea for a study group to set up a 
time schedule for construction, guiding the town in plan- 
ning for the next few years, Will there be a need for still 
more schools, after the one that is now contemplated? 
How soon must they be constructed and what will they 
cost? 

These are all questions that forward-looking towns- 
people will want answered before putting up money for 
plans. Thus the suggestion that a group be appointed is a 
good one, providing, of course, that the persons appointed 
to do the studying start off with open minds, are provided 
with all the pertinent information, and are representative 
enough of the town’s population so that the report will 
not be weighted one way or another because of the com- 
mittee members’ economic or educational background,
